LONDON, May 30.—A Cairo dispatch to the 
Standard says the military party is greatly

Impressive Ceremonies at Jefferson 
Barracks This Afternoon.

Address of Post-Commander Mur:

Scenes and Incidents—How the Day Was 
Observed in New York, Chicage 
and Other Places. 


Decoration Day was celebrated with the 
most imposing ceremonies. A holiday was 
almost universally observed, the exchanges 
and other places of public business being 
closed during the day. The principal center 
of attraction wus the National Cemetery at 
Jefferson Barracks, where the celebration of 
the day took place. 

The trains and boats which ran down there 
were crowded with ladies and gentlemen. The 
early train at Jla.m.onthe Iron Mountain 
was well filled with peopie who went down to 
spend the dayon the grounds. At 2:30 p.m. 
the second train which went down to the 
Barracks was crowded a'most to suffocation. 
The Charlies P. Choutexau also made an 
early trip and came back about noon, 
preparatory to taking down the Grand Army 
of the Republic and the other guests who par- 
ticipated in the exercises at the national burial 
ground. The procession of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, which took place in the after- 
noon, was the especial feature of the day. 

At 12:50 p. m. Frank Blair Post assembied at 
the headquarters, corner of Ninth and Market 
streets, under command of the following offi- 
cers: Post Commander, David Murphy; Senior 
Vice Commander, James O. Churchill; Junior 


Vice Comnrander, W. H. Stark; Adjutant, 
John O'Connell. Headed by the drummer, 
Bob Verder, the post proceeded 
south to Walnut street, west to 
Tenth street and thence to Turner 
Hall. There the post was received by Gen. 
Lyon Post. No.2, of whomthe officers were 


Senior Vice Commander Geo. W. Baily, acting 
in the absence of Commander Thomas C, 
Fletcher, Junior Vice Commander Joseph T. 
Tatum, Adjutant W. W. Brewen. 

Assembied at Turnertifall were also Hassen- 
deubel Post, No. 13, under chargejof Bernard 
Laibold, Post }ommander, J. A. Neustadter, 
Senior, Vice-Commander, Louis G. Masson, 
Junior Vice-Commander and Joseph Litten- 
ecker, Adjutaut. 

The Pensioners’ Benevolent Union also 
marched up to the hall with nearly 100 men in 
line, Mr. Dewees acting as Captain, John 
Myercough, First Lieutenant, James Barclay, 
second Lientenant, Herman Kinderman, 
Orderly Sergeant, and Jacob Greaser, Color 
senrer.

When the posts had all been received,at pre- 
cisely I o’clock, the line formed, with the 
Arsenal Band in front, followed by F. P. Blair 
Post, Gen. Lyon Post, Hassendeubel Post and 
the Pensioners’ Union in tue order named, 
and in command of the olficera mentioned.

The column moved duwr Market to 
Fiith, up Filth to Washington avenue, and 
down the river to the Chas. P. Chouteau, 
which wasin waiting for then. 

During the morning flowers had. been left at 
the various places indicated by the committee, 
and wagons were busy carrying them to the 
boat. A detail of police were on dnty en- 
forcing order and secing that no 
fmproper characters boarded the steamer.

Came in sight of the barrecks and the national 
salute of thirtv-eight guns was fired by the 


United States troops detaiicd for the purpose. 
when a landing was made the U. S. troops 
formed in line and the posts of theGranad Army 
marchedon to the parade ground, where they 
were received with a present arms by the reg 


ular troops under command of Col. John 
Green. The Grand Army marched 
past in review and formed on the lett. 


Ool. Green then gave the conimand and the 
troops broke to the left and passed in review 
before the Grand Armv, who gave them the 
proper salute. The column then tormed witn 
the troopsin front and marched tothe ros. 
trum, wien the ceremonies of the day began. 

The rostrum or spexking stand was. erected 
just within the cemetery grounds, and before 
itthe visitors assembled to the number ot 
several thousands. The utmost quietnde pre- 
vailed. The stand wus handsomeiy decorated 
with flags and flowers. Theday’s programme 
was begun by the reading of orders from the 
National Headquarters of the G. A. R: at 
soston, and the department headquarters at 
Kansas City, by Adjutant John O’Connell.

SENIOR VICE-COMMANDER GEO, W. BAILEY, 
of Lyon Pest, No. 2, made the following open- 
ing address: 

OOMRADES—The duty of to-day is of impress. 
ive significances. We meet to honor our dead 
aud to deepen our reverence for their worth: 
to strengthen among Ourselves the bond of 405 , 
ternity by recalling the memory of experience 
common to us all; to encourage a 
more yenerous charity for our com. 
races who are sick or in distress 
aud for the destitute widows and orphans of 
the Grand Army; to renew our pledge of lov- 
alty to our country and our flag, and to ein 
phasize in the minds and hearts of all who may 
unite with us the privilege and duty of vatriot- 
ism. Comrades, it is expected that through- 
out Our services each One will muani- 
fest most courteous aod reverent adecotom. 
Let our soidierly deportment be such tnat 
we may worthily honor the vraves we dec.- 
orate, the memories we cherish, the flugy we 
Sainte andthe Grand Army to which we be- 
long. 

Tien followed vocal music, ‘Hark, ahove 
us!’’ by the quartet’, composed of Phiij Bran- 
son, Nat. Hazard, Joseph Salerand Ww. Nor- 
cross, after which Chaplain George C. Mauitine 
United States Army, delivered the fojj wins 
impressive prayer, tne large undience listen- 
ing in reverence with bowed and uncovered 
heads: 

Let us pray. Almighty God, inthe name 
of ovr Lord Jesus Christ, who brought life and 
imi Ortality to hght, we-bow before Thee on 
this Decoration Day. We thank Thee thatout 


from the carnage ot “sr we have come to 
these days of peace. Wer thank Thee tiat the 
vaior and devotion and si.cri 

fice unto death of those wW Ose 
memories we revere Vindicate our 


expectaton that no threat against our coun- 
try’s honor shall ever be accomplished, but as 
in the past Thou didst give to our dead the 
spirit of fidelity and of heroism, so Thou wilt 
give to those steadfast in the cause of human 
rights and liberty, of law and order, ot soria] 
justice and national rectitude, Thy wisdom to 
direct, Thy might to sirengthen, Thy love to 
biess us. 

O, God,teach us to honor our dead by gerv- 
ing the country for which they died. O, Goa, 
teach us te be prateful to our desd for what 
they wrought for us by our ready helpfulness 
of those,the widow and orphan, whose right it 
is to mourn. O, God, teach us to decorate 
the graves of our dead, noctonly with a trivute 
beautiful and fragrant, that must tade, but 
with that fraternitv whose love shall endure, 
with that chamty that is fruitful of good works, 
with that loyalty which, while true to om 
country’s flag, is supreinely devoted tothe 
cross, the symbol of our faith. 

Wetnank Thee tor peace, that the anger of 
cannon no longer burdens the air, that the 
gleam of the saber and bayonet no longer 
blinds the eyes,that the passion of war ts stilled, 
and that mercy ministers to those who have 
submitted to the authority of the nation. 
May we give them a soidier’s pardon, B ‘t for- 
getting the wrony that was done in the cuarity 
we accord. 

Continue, we pray Thee, the memory of the 
dead; strengthen, we pray Thee, the hearts

To-day is the festival of our dead. We unite 


to honor the memory of our brave and our be- 


loved, to enrich and ennoble our own lives by

patriotism. 

' Yes! thourh many eves are closed with tears, 
though many hearts are heavy with regrets, 
though many lives are stiilldesolate because of 
the father or brother, the husband or lover 
whodid not come back, though every grave 
which a tender reverence or love adorns with 
flowers is the shrine of a sorrow 
whose influence is still potent, 
though {ts first keen poigaancy is dulled—in

our dead—no less a festival because it is full 
of solemnity. 

And now, asin this silent camping-ground 
of our dead, with soldierly love and reverence, 


we garland these passionless mounds, let 
us recall those who made their 
breasts a barricade between their 


country and its foes. Let us recall their 
heroism, their toil, their sufferings in hospt- 
tal, theirsupreme fidelity incamp, in prison- 
pen and on the battiejfield, that the flag under 
which they fought, and from

At close of the address the columraj moved to 


the slow music of fife ana drum to the graves. 
The G. A. R. were in front, followed by the 
pensioners andthe U. 8. troops. When the 
head of the column reached the central 
monument it moved to the left and tormed 
in line, the left resting on the monument. 
The Grand Army came toa point and present- 
edarms, anitthe U. S. troops passed in re- 
view, and then tormed on the avenue running 
north and south, atright angles to the Grand 


Army and facing the latter, forming the letter 


Ty. As soon as theline was formed Comrade 
LEO RASSIEUR, 
Acting officer of the day, said: 

In your uame, my comrades, I scatter these 
memorial flowers upon tais grave, which rep- 
resents the graves ofall whodied in the sacred 
ceuse of our country. Our floral tributes shall 
wither. Let the tender fraternal love for 
which it stands endure unttl the touch of death 
shell chill the warm pulse beats of our hearts. 

The command was then given to break 
rauks, andtce members of the Grand Arms 
anc visitors commenced to scatter the 
floral tributes over the graves, tne reguiar 
troops remaining in line while the decoration 
wasin progress. 

CHAPLAIN MULLINS READ THE FOLLOWING INVO- 
CATION: 

Comrades, by this service, without distinc- 
tion of race or creed, We renew our pledge to 
exercise a spirit of fraternity among Ourselves, 
of charity to the destitute wards of the Grand 
Army, and of loyalty to the anthority and 
Union of the United States of America, and to 
a vlorious flag under whose folds every Union 
soldier or sailor’s grave is the altar of patriot- 
ism. 

THE QUARTET ALSO SUNG 
the Integrve Vitw, the beautiful new anthem 
which was first rendered over the grave of 
President Garfield at Cleveland. 

W hen the flowers were spread, Commander 
Murphy turned to Col. Green, commanding 
the United States troops, and gave the com- 
mand ‘‘Saiute the dead.’’ 

Col. Green called ‘‘Ready! fire!’’ etce., and 


three rounds were fired by the troops. As 


soon as the salute was fired the Grand Army 
formed again, and, led by the band, the whole 
body sang the anthem, ‘‘My Couutry, ’Tis of 
Thee.’’ 

The columnthen marched back to the pa- 
rade grounds, where the ranks were broken 


and exch person wandered at his will among 


the graves, some to visit and weep over dead 
relatives, and others to strew tokeus over the 
craves of strangers. The ceremonies lasted 
about an hour. 

The larze crowd occupied itself in various 
wavs until about 5 o’clock and later, at whicn 
time the return trip by boat and rail will be 
beyrun. 

The few soldiers’ graves in Bellefontaine, 
Calvar, Picker’s and other cemeteries were 
decorated this merning by committees ap- 
pointed for that duty.
